Dr. Roberts has cited a few o 
the common misconceptions con- 
cerning the draft program. The 
three main rumors are those in 
volving the amount of units car. 
ried, the standing in the class, andi 
the length of exemption while en-f% 
rolled in school. 
® Number Of Units ‘ 

The “units rumor” states thatiit 
a student must carry a minimum 
of seventeen units to be qualified 
as draft exempt, the truth is, tha 
twelve units constitute a full-time 
schooling program. 

Next is the ‘class standing 
rumor” which has students be- 
lieving that unless they maintain 
a standing in the upper ten per 
cent -of the class they will be 
called. Class standing has no bear- 
ing on draft exemption whatso- 
ever. 

Length Of Exemption 

The last of the more common 
rumors involves the length of ex- 
emption while enrolled in school. 
Students now enrolled in college 
will not be called until the end.of 
the school year. 

Dr. Roberts further warned 
against joining the reserves. If 
a student is enrolled in the re- 
serve the school board will lose all 
authority in the case and the stu- 
dent will be subjected to the de- 
cision of the draft board.
